CFirſt Katherine de Medicis 1s a Florentyne, 
wherein is to be conſidered,thatas among all na- 
ciones ,in craft and ſubrilitie Italy beareth the 
Name, ſo inIealy Tuſcane, and in Tuſcane Flo» 
rence excelleth,as all common prouerbes 8 wry- 
ters do teſtifie : And at what tyme ſocuer this 
deteſtable craft of deceit or fraude taketh rute in 
any perſon c *ſticute of conſcience, whereof this 
Nation for the moſt part,is not greatly ſtoared, I 
will leaue vnto yow to think what nomber and

Now ſeiketh ſhe to extinguiſhe the 
whole Name of the Mommorencyes and Chaſ- 
tillions,and yet will proteſt in all countries , that 
the Lordesof Guiſe haue done it in revenge ;of 
thair priuate quarrels: Thus may yow le the 
very bottome of hir malice, At the execution of 
the murther of Paris, the vſurped the Names of 
the Lordes of Guile, as of thoſe who through 
a priuate diſpleaſure, did in reuenge , affe& the 
Admirals death , Notwithſtanding that therein 
they ſo behaued them ſelues, that many Protcfs 
rantes at this day lyuing, do acknowledge their 
hues only of their liberalitie: And ſeing thatin 
this deid,ſhe hath to hir power, brought them ins
